Many victims are undoubt¬ 
edly buried beneath tons of 
rock and mud, and Indian 
villages in many communities 
never visited by outsiders will 
quietly bury their dead, so the 
exact toll may never be 
known.

The Horses Had Bolted 


"pINANCE MINISTER Edgar Benson has taken 
-*■ pains to point out to the House of Commons 
that the unpegging of the Canadian dollar had 
been necessary to prevent a “major speculative 
Inflow" of international capital. 

He mid Canada was “on the brink” of such a 
speculative binge, thus leaving the impression that 
the finance department had been right on the 
target, and haa saved the Canadian taxpByen 
from severe losses to currency speculators from 
Other countries. 

Mr. Benson made a plausible explanation. 

But what he did not add for the benefit at the 
MPs was the fact that in the month of May alone 
the government stockpile erf foreign currency (U.S. 
dollars and gold) had risen to an astronomical 
$4,084,000,000, up $261,600,000 in the month. 

This did not take Into account a further 
$360,000,000 which Canada had to pour into U.S. 
government securities to offset the influx of 
foreign money into Canadian dollars- This action 
was required under toe unilateral currency 
agreement between Canada and the United States. 

Thus while Mr. Benson explained we were on 
the brink of a speculative attack, over half a billion 
dollars had already gone into the battle in one 
month, and the Canadian exchange reserve at its 
tour billion was no less than $1,400,000,000 higher 
than at the end of 1969. 

Despite Mr. Benson’s assurance of prompt 
action, it would rather seem he had closed the 
■table door after half the horses had bolted. 

It may well be that Canada under a g reeme n ts 


with the IMF and other international monetary 
authorities had to prove that it was being hurt 
before it could receive the blessing of its unpegging 
act. 

However, Mr. Benson had ample precedent to 
show these authorities that what was 1 doming up a 
month and more ago was more than Canada’s 
exchange reserve funds could handle. 

Hi ere was the example of France nearly 
bleeding Itself white of Its gold reserves In futile 
efforts to hold the peg on the French franc when 
speculators were selling it mercilessly. 

Later, there was the case of West Germany 
fighting bitterly against speculators who were 
buying marks because they knew they were pegged 
below their value. 

In the end both France and Germany had to 
capitulate — toe former to devalue toe franc, and 
the latter to free the mark temporarily so that It 
might frnd its true value. 

Mr. Benson should have known that as soon as 
the international monetary vultures set out to raid 
the Canadian dollar nest, be was lighting a losing 
battle. That was the moment he should have 
unpegged. 

*nie late unpegging Is giving the speculators 
their chance to realize their profits at Canada’s 
expense, and when the battle Is all over and the 
dollar returns to Its true competitive level with the 
U.S. dollar, there will be no doubt a new pegging, 
and a return to the artificiality of monetary 
control that has proved so mixed a blessing to the 
post-war international economy.

Condemned by All the World 


AN AUTHORITY IN NEW YORK estimates 
that the 100,000 narcotics addicts there, in¬ 
cluding perhaps 25,000 school-age children, steal 
■bout $2.6 billion worth of merchandise a year to 
support their deadly habit 

This is only a part of the terrible cost of the 
traffic, of course, and even without taking into 
account the misery and tragedy it breeds, a few 
billions would be well spent to help suppress it. 

A heroin user told an investigating U.S. Senate 
committee recently, “A TV a day keeps the monkey 
■way." It was a way of saying that a stolen 
television set or its equivalent would provide a user 
with the price for sufficient narcotics for his daily 
need. 

For a start the producer of the popples from 
which the heroin is derived could be, to a large 
extent, bought off. At present they are selling to a 
black market, but they could probably be induced 
to abandon the Illicit fuming of the plant — and 
severely punished if they persisted. 

The greater part of the heroin supply reaching 
Europe and this continent comes from the hill 
farms of Turkey, and although the government has 
tried hard to check the over-production of the 
poppy it has proved impossible to prevent farmers 
from secretly selling In the black market whatever 
is left over after legitimate buyers have been 


satisfied. This will go on just ns long as poppy- 
growing is allowed to remain In the farmer's 
hands. 

For 10 kilos (22 pounds) the frugal Turk gets 
$350 from the black marketeers. This is 
considerably more than the government pays and 
it is a temptation hard to resist. Ultimately, this 10 
kilos is refined and sold on the docks at Marseilles 
for $4,000 

Once it reaches the American market — and 
the prices are much the same throughout the 
western world — the dealers pay $25,000 for the 
kilo and sell it to the distributors who re-seii by the 
ounce to a “factory.” There it is inevitably 
“cut” with milk sugar or quinine added and bagged 
in glaaslne envelopes for sale by street pushers for 
an average $225,000. 

No doubt if the Turkish farmer were eliminated 
the narcotics organization would find some other 
source of supply, like China or remote central 
Aslan lands. But at least it would make It more 
difficult to get the product to the pitiable people 
who depend upon it to find the brief euphoria that 
is always fataL 

The ugly narcotics trafficker is condemned by 
all the world, and surely all the world would be 
willing to work co-operatively for his destruction 
... no matter what the cost.

With fialr party now firmly 
in power, tha left-winger* In 
West Germany's ruling Social¬ 
ist Party have dwra their 
hand. They want real social¬ 
ism In Germany, not wetered- 

down capitalism. 

Their alma became obvious 
at tha party's recant rally In 
Saartmicksn where the dog¬ 
matists and hothsaded young 
parly member* successfully 
staged an open revolt against 
the leadership on a vote to 
hold an extraordinary con¬ 
gress next year to discuss the 
bitterly debated subject of tax 
reform. 


Tbe rebels, led by the 
S c hleswig-Holatein Socialist 
chairman Joohin Steffen, 
claimed that taxes were a 
vital instrument in altering 
modern society and demanded 
that taxes should be used to 
increase public spending and 
daereaaa private wealth. 

The left-wing revolt came, 
surprisingly enough, at a time 
when the standing of party 
leader Chancellor Wiliy 
Brandt has never been high¬ 
er. 

After mere than a decade 
In the shadow of the late 
Konrad Adenauer, Brandt has 
emerged as a political father 
figure, with not a rival in 


sight for his leadership — in 
contrast to the two other 
main parties which are beset 
with leadership problems. 

But the weakness at tha tap 
of the Fra# Demootatic 
Party, tha Socialists' partners 
In the ruling Bonn coalition, 
could lend to serious trouble 
within the coalition If tha 
Socialist taka a left-wing 
course an die tax question. 

The Free Democrats draw 
their main support from 
small businessmen who would 
suffer from the proposed new 
taxes. Were the party leader¬ 
ship to go along with a 
Socialist-style tax system, 
they would overnight lose the 


last of their already dwindling 
support. 

Seeing the political future 
through thtlr ptak-oolered 
spectacles, tha Socialist left¬ 
wingers daim that a program 
of tax nsforma could prove a 
winner at the next federal 
election In 1973, whether the 
Free Datnoerats liked It er 
not. 

Brandt, however, la unlikely 
to allow himself to be hustled 
Into any radical policies by 
his party extremist*, in his 
address at the party congress 
he made It clear that he 
wants no sweeping changes 
during hia present term at 
office. 


“We must be careM that 
we don't take on too much." 
he warned. 

With anyone else in the 
chair, the party'a tfaeoriaU 
probably would have forced 
their viewa an tha leadership 
But the statesman Brandt, 
wise in tha ways of Gasman 
politics, knows that lbs 
country's votars don't want 
the boat to be rocked after 
two decades of spectacular 
economic recovery.

MOSCOW — Astronaut Neil 
Armstrong indicate^ here 
Wednesday that the Soviet 
Union's low-key Soyuz space 
program may be a greater 
immediate practical Lm- \ 
portance than the spectacular j 
effort that placed a man on 1 
the Moon. 

The issue came up at a 
press conference here on the 
eve of Armstrong’s return to 
the United States after a 10- 
day visit to the Soviet Union, i 


The exchange underlined 
the importance attached to 
the medico-biological aspects 
of the Soyuz 9 flight. Sclen- 
.tists said they hope to learn 
whether man can survive long 
periods in the weightless. 


It came during a discussion 
of possible U.S.-Soviet co¬ 
operation in manning Earth 
orbiting space stations and in 
the operation of man-carrying 
rockets between the Earth 
and the stations. 

"I happen to believe that 
these two particular develop¬ 
ments are the moat important 
toward an early practical 
usage of space,” Armstrong 
said. 

Hie Soviet effort, now being 
advanced by the Earth¬ 
orbiting flight of Soyuz 9 will 
not be duplicated by the 
United States until two yean 
from now, said Armstrong. 

The aim of the Soyuz 
program, which was launched 
with an initial Earth orbit 
flight April 23, 1967, en¬ 
visages, according to Soviet 
publications, "wldescale 
scientific and technological 
investigattoo in ciroumter- 
restial space and. subsequent¬ 
ly, assembly erf manned orbi¬ 
tal stations."

The orbiting stations would 
serve as a platform for 
research of geography, 
geology and atmosphere of 
the Earth.

Armstrong spent much of 
the pre s s conference praiemg 
the crew of Soyuz 9. which 
was launched Into an Earth 
orbit Monday night: There 
was no Indication when die 
flight would be terminated. 

In discussing tbe extent of 
U.S. - Soviet space co¬ 
operation. Armstrong referred 
often to Soviet cosmonauts as 
’my colleagues.” 


He said he discussed such 
cooperation during his meet¬ 
ing Tuesday with Soviet Pre¬ 
mier Alexei Kosygin when he 
presented the Soviet leaders a 
fragment brought back from 
the Moon. 

Armstrong said there al¬ 
ready was a measure of co¬ 
operation in sr»ec explora¬ 
tion. such as the exchange of 
knowlcrice on space medicine 
lie added: 

•'I believe this (co- 
opera bom could be expanded 
a great deal and I hope it 
will " 


He said he had discussions 
with “my Soviet colleagues" 
about jointly manned space 
stations and space shuttles in 
the next decade. It was then 
he made the ectnment on the 
importance of the txirrent 
Soviet program. 

Referring to cosmonauts 
Konstantin Feoktlstov and 
Georgy Beregmd seated be¬ 
side him, Armstrong added: 

•'I certainly would not hesi¬ 
tate to ride in a space craft 
with either of my two 
colleagues on my right, and I 
would look forward to meet¬ 
ing them in space and 
shaking their hands ” 


Armstrong said that during 
his Soviet trip he has had 
useful conversations with 
Soviet spacemen.

New Rules for Public 


JASPER, Alts. (Special) — 
Official! of TV and radio 
stations In die four western 
provinces began heading 
home Wednesday to start 
telling their listeners and 
viewer* what proposed 
Ottawa regulations will mean 
to them. 

They did so after a three- 
day meeting in the Jasper 
Park Lodge of the Western 
Association of Broadcasters 
which devoted much of its 
time to disunion of Cana¬ 
dian Radlo-TV Commission 
regulations an Canadian eon- 
tent in TV and radio and on 
cable television systems. 


Clare Copeland, owner of 
Victoria radio station C-FAX, 
said no resolutions on the 
rules were passed but all 
delegates discovered they 
were waiting to start cam¬ 
paigns in their own com¬ 
munities “taut didn’t want to 
act until they knew all the 
ramifications." 


He told the Colonist that 
stations will "try to project 
the full Impact" of the rules 
on Viewers and listeners by 
speaking t o organizations, 
holding panel meetings, ad¬ 
vertising in newspapers and 
other media, and other 
means. 

* * * 

The Canadian-content rules 
already are in effect for the 
CBC and win affect other TV 
sod radio organizations In 
stages horn Mat January to 
October of 1973. The cable 
television rules go into effect 
for present systems when 
their licences expire. 

Copeland said the goal of 
the stations will be to get

OTTAWA (CP) — The tax 
appeal board clearly sympathized 
with the lady's plight, but never¬ 
theless ruled that the cost of a wig to 
hide complete baldness could not be 
allowed as a tax-deductible medical 
expense. 

“Men who are burdened with this 
unhappy condition often go without a 
wig; but one can understand that, in 
the case of a woman, this would be 
both unsightly and Injurious to her 


prospects generally ,” wrote board 
chairman R. S. W. Fordham in a 
ruling published Tuesday. 


“In other words, in the case of a 
woman, the wearing of a suitable wig 
would seem to be imperative in her 
best interests.” 


Nevertheless, the chairman said 
there was no authority to allow the 
appellant's 1968 exemption claim of 
5594 for a wig as a medical expense.

It was the first of the 
Queen's three garden parties 
this monte, attended by 
diplomats, visitors to Britain, 
members of Parliament and 
of town councils, Girl Guides, 
oki-ag- pensioners and others. 

In party frocks, bright hats 
•nd tailcoats for many of the 
men, the visitors prowled 
through tee royal shrubbery, 
stared at the pink flamingoes 
in the palace lake and hoped 
for a chat with the Queen or 
Prince Philip. A few got It. 

The garden parties are one 


way of continuing the ancient 
right of a subject to have 
access to the monarch. They 
also give tee Queen a chance 
to repay hospitality and ser¬ 
vices she has received. 

Every year the Lord Cham¬

over the three parties. 

The lawn affair* have been 
held at Buckingham Palace 
since 1911, and in tee old days 
they served champagne and 
used the royal silverware.

Two military bands sere- 
n a d e d g u ests and 250 
waitresses served tea and 
delicacies beneath three 
striped tents. 

Clad in red and gold, a 
squad of Beefeaters cleared a 
pate through the crowd, and 
the Queen and her husband 
appeared as the Coldstream 
Guards band played God Save 
tee Queen. 


In 1926 Mrs. Dodge married 
Hugh Dill man McGoughty, a 
one-time actor. The marriage 
ended in an uncontested 
divorce suit brought by Mr*. 
Dodge in 1947. At that time 
■he received the legal right to 
use her former name of 
Dodge. 

Mrs. Dodge's death is ex¬ 
pected to reopen numerous 
lawsuits by her grandchildren 
■nd great-grandchildren to 
obtain an estlm a ted 
3100.000,000 estate.

Herbarium Catalogues B.C. Nature 


By DIANE JANOWHKI 

They're Ju«t weeds to moat 
people, attractive perhaps, 
but nuisance weeds nonethe¬

Tb Dr. Adam Szczawinskt, 
however, a 11 plants are 
wonders in themselves and 
serve, through their relation¬ 
ships with their surroundings, 
as constant reminders ot the 
true meaning ot ecology. 

Because ot their value, it is 
important to have a complete 
record- ot the plants that exist 
In various areas at different 
times.

The most important dif¬ 
ference in the two is that with 
libraries, the majority ot. 
volumes can be replsced, 
while herbarium collections 
generally consist of single 
copies. Substitutes often 
cannot be found. 


vegetation, of course, changes 
from area to area. 

“It’s not a monotonous 
region.” 

As an example of the 
tremendous variety, he cited 
the more than 600 pages of 
data published on the flora of 
the Queen Charlotte Islands 
alone. 

Another area for which the 
survey has been completed Is 
the Saanich peninsula. After 
more than two years work, 
the study is waiting its turn 
at the printers. 

"It's quite extensive and 
the number ot plants found 
here is surprising,” he said. 
"This is one of the most 
interesting regions in the 
country. 


For this reason, compara¬ 
tively few persons are aware 
the museum even has ■ 
herbarium because K is not 
open to the general public 

The grey metal cases which 
hold the dried specimen*, are 
merely an intermediate stage 
between actual field work 
and the plant guidebooks and 
maps which ultimately are 
produced. 

“The bulk of our work is 
research," the Polish-bora 
botanist said. “We want lo 
gather a complete flora ot 
B.C., but we've just barely 
scratched the surface and 
there is much important work 
to be done, not only for 
Canada, but for the rest ol 
the world." 

Other parts of the world are 
interested in the B.C. flora 
for many of die same reasons 
Canadian scientists find (he 
area intriguing, he explained.,

As one of the provincial 
botanists and curator of the 
museum's botany divison, 
S z c z a w inski (pronounced 
ahaw-vinski), perhaps more 
than anyone else, hag been 
working to ensure a property 
history of the province in 
plant form is being left. 

Under his guidance, the 
Provincial Museum her¬ 
barium, which now contains 
about 55,000 catalogued speci¬ 
mens, has more than doubled 
to become one of the largest 
museum collections in the 
countiy, second only to that 
of the national museum in 
Ottawa. 

Esse ntially, Szczawinski 
says, a herbarium can be 
compared to a reference 
library, as each specimen is 
carefully dried and docu¬ 
mented according to origin, 
collector, date, habitat and 
numerous other data, thus

“In a very small area 
there are an enormous 
amount at interesting speci¬ 
mens. some which sccur only 
here and nowhere else in the 
province or the country. A 
number are very rare." 

Szczawinski attributed the 
profuse vegetation to the 
favorable climatic conditions 
and the great number of 
gardens in the Saanich penin¬ 
sula. 

Although detailed notes 
concerning the habitat of each 
specimen taken must be 
made at the site, the work is 
far from completed when the 
collector returns to the 
museum. 

“There are so many collec¬ 
tions here now,” he said, 
“that I actually do not have 
to go to the field for the rest 
of my life and I would still 
keep busy.” 

Back at the museum, the 
specimen must be correctly 
identified, a process called 
taxonomy. It is then dried 
and mounted with the infor¬ 
mation describing where and 
when it was found and what 
sort of vegetation surrounded

Ruled Mishap 


The death May 15 in Japan 
of an Esquimau petty officer 
from the destroyer escort 
HMCS Yukon has been con¬ 
firmed as accidental following 
an inquiry. 

TO Ronald Rex, Redding, 
673 Nelson, drowned after 
being overcome by a com¬ 
bination of travel fatigue and 
high temperatures in a sauna, 
a spokesman said. 

The accident occurred at 
the Yukon's first part stop in 
Hakodate, where two other 
Eaquimalt-baaed ships, toe 
supply ahip HMCS Provider 
and toe destroyer escort 


HMCS Mackenzie, were also 
berthed, on their way to 
exercises tor Osaka *70. 

Redding's aahes wars later 
buried at the Commonwealth 
Graves Commission cemetery 
near Yokohama. Four Japan¬ 
ese officers arrived at dock- 
side to pay a final tribute as 
tbe ashes were piped aboard 
at Hakodate, toe navy said. 

The fraas at Hodogaya is 
near toe graves of toe only 
three Canadian naval casual¬ 
ties of the Korean War. There 
are 138 Canadian servicemen 
boned there.

In yesterday’! ooturan we dealt with 
the cam and feeding of tuberous 
begonias, and I think we covered Ms in 
fairly complete fashion. 

In looking over my notes, though, I 
see I didn't say anything at aH about 
propagation. This la a pretty Important 
pofart in begonia culture, for tt this 
grand and colorful plant has any 
disadvantage, it it its high cost Good 
begonia bulbs cost 40 to 75 cents each, 
potted plants a dollar or more, so if you 
want lots and lota of these tropical 
beauties, it can aet you back quite a bit 
at money — unless, at course, you 
propagate your own. 


It te possible to grow begonias from 
seed — this is haw til new varieties are 
created — but it isn't easy for an 
ordinary home gardener. The seeds are 
as fine as dust and coat about five 
times their weight in gold; they are 
difficult to handle, skw in germinating, 
and the baby plants have an unbolv 
facility for acquiring fungus diseases 
unless growing in sterilised soil. This is 
really a Job for die professional begonia 
specialist, with a proper greenhouse and 
a lot of expensive equipment. 

Fortunately, there are two fairly 
easy ways at multiplying your stbck of 
begonia bulbs. 

One Is by dividing your tubers In the 
spring, very much in the same way as 
you would cut up a seed potato.

Tha other Is by taking and rootfa* 
cuttings from your plants during the 
growing season. 

In the first method, the dormant 
tubers are started Into growth in early 
spring by bedding them tn shallow 
boms or flats of damp peat moss at a 
temperature of around 70 degrees. 

When nicely sprouted, each tuber 
which has more than one sprout can be 
divided vertieaUy, cutting right through 
the bulb tram top to bottom with a 
sharp knife, m aking sure each half has 
at least one good shoot. The cut 
surfaces are rubbed in a saucer of 
powdered charcoal to oantrol bleeding, 
and the tuber halves are potted up and 
grown on In the ord i n ary way imtij It Is 
time to plant Otiw. outdoors. The bulbs 
yc*l dig up It **e fall for winter storage 
may be a ’ . uptidsd, but they are not 
harm** --jtd will grow normally. 

"*1^9 from your plants can be taken 
'..id rooted any time through the 
summer. Select either sucker-like 
shoots, springing up from near the bese 
of the plant, or branches which have 
finished flowering end are beginning to 
turn a bit tough and woody — shoots 
which have lost some of their lush 
sappiness. 

Qit these shoots with an old razor 
blade, making your out halfway be¬ 
tween the third and fourth leaf, 
counting back from the tip. then trim 
off the lower leaf. 


Moisten the out end of each slip and 
dip It In a hormone rooting powder such 
«■ Rootone, Ree-Root or Seradtx. These 
preparations are net expensive to buy. 
and they maka 4 surprising difference 
in the speed with which the slips root 
themselves. 

Next step Is to Insert these treated 
cuttings in pote or boxes filled with a 
suitable rooting medium. I have had 
very good result* using equal parts pest 
moss and perHte; other effective 
rooting mixtures are peat and veitmcu- 
lite, peat and sand, perHte alone, 
vermieuilto alone, or peat moss alone. 

If you uae flower pots, you can put 
several slip* In each pot, inserting them 
around the edge of the pot. 


Watering should be done with some 
caution, maintaining to* rooting 
material only Just barely motst. never 
bone dry nor soggy wet. If you have no 
greenhouse or frame, it Is best to keep 
the pots indoors, in a good light but out 
of direct sunshine. 

H you can manage the time. It pays 
to spray the leaves several times a day 
with a fine mist of plain water. 

When well rooted, as indicated by 
new growth at the tips of toe slips, 
transplant them individually into pots of 
woodsy loam soli and treat them at 
houseplanta until planting-out time next 
spring.

In 1350, a simple-minded man, Timotey Jaba Evaas, was 
arrested in lonrion, lor the murder of his strife and baby 
daughter. He was convicted and hung. The chief witness for 
the prosecution. John Begin Id Christie, was actually the 
guilty man. He was executed three years later. 

“This is why we are making toe picture,” <10 Rillington 
Place), the star, Richard Atteeborengh, and the director. 
Richard Fleischer, told me, “to fight any possible return to 
capital punishment.” 

We were lunching almost an the spot where the horrible 
murders took place. Some West Indians who moved into the 
house, accidentally chipped away some plaster on the wall 
and you can imagine the screams when the bodies of three 
women fell out. Altogether, there were eight murders 
charged to Christie.

Attenborough's bead takes two hours to make up — bald, 
massive and square — to resemble the killer. “They took the 
measurements frtxn toe Christie wax work at Madame 
Tussaud’s. 

“He wouldn't admit that be killed tire baby because he 
would have no excuse. He had an excuse for every one <* the 
eight admitted kiting*. He killed and raped." 

At his trial, Evans kept saying. “Christie done it." But no 
one believed him. Even his mother was doubtful, although she 
fought for 18 years to get him a full pardon. 

Christie was an ex-policeman and a war hero. Because of 
this, he-was able to get away with the perjury that killed an 
innocent man. 

"Christie murdered three other women and his wife after 
Evans was hung,” the director told me. "He couldn't work, 
he left Rillington Place and lived in flop houses. The police 
were looking for him and one spotted him leaning against a 
railing on Putney Bridge. He faced the policeman as though 


he wanted to be picked up. The cop asked him to take his hat 
off and there was no mistaking that head." 

“He had all toe clippings of the Evans trial on him,” the 
actor told me. “He gave Ms name as John Waddlngton.” 

Fleischer directed Compulsion and The Boston Strangler. 
Both were very successful. Was the latest film a similar 
story, I asked him. He nodded. , *TW men were very much 
alike. They were mass murderers. They killed without using 
their hands. They only Wiled women and there was a sex act 
Both led otherwise normal lives. The Boston Strangler had 
children.” 

TTiere is no capital punishment in England but certain 
groups are campaigning for Its return stating there have been 
more killings since if was abolished. “This is not true," said 
Fleischer. "In fact, the police themselves have decided to 
continue the ban on capital punishment, but on one condition, 
that when the prisoner is sentenced to life, it means life. No 
getting out after 10 years.” 

* * * 

Since toe announcement of the making of the film based 
on the book by LwUvtc Keaaedy, the area of what was 
Rillington Place has become like a vacation resort. The 
tourists are taken there in buses, they chip off toe plaster 
from the htiuse for souvenirs.

For this reason, compara¬ 
tively few persona are aware 
the museum even has a 
herbarium because It is not 
open to the general public. 

The grey metal cases which 
hold the dried specimens, are 
merely an Intermediate stage 
between actual field work 
and the plant guidebooks and 
maps which ultimately are 
produced. 

■‘The bulk of our work is 
research, ” the Polish-bom 
botanist said. "VPe want to 
gather a complete flora of 
B.C., but we've just barely 
scratched the surface and 
there is much important work 
to be done, not only for 
Canada, but for the rest of 
the world.” 

Other parts of the world art 
Interested in the B.C. flora 
for many of the same reasons 
Canadian scientists find the 
area intriguing, he explained.

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As one of the provincial 
botanists and curator of the 
museum's botany divison, 
S z c z a w inski (pronounced 
shaw-vinskl), perhaps more 
than anyone else, has been 
working to ensure a property 
history of the province in 
plant form is being left. 

Under his guidance, the 
Provincial Museum her¬ 
barium, which now contains 
about 55.000 catalogued speci¬ 
mens, has more than dcubled 
to become one of the largest 
museum collections in the 
country, second only to that 
of the national museum in 
Ottawa. 

Esse ntlally. Szczawinski 
says, a herbarium can be 
compared to a reference 
library, as each specimen fs 
carefully dried and docu¬ 
mented according to origin, 
collector, date, habitat and 
numerous other data, thus 


"In a very small area, 
there are an enormous 
amount of interesting speci¬ 
mens, some which accur only 
here and nowhere else in the 
province or the country. A 
number are very rare.” 

Szczawinski attributed the 
profuse vegetation to the 
favorable climatic conditions 
and the great number of 
gardens in the Saanich penin¬ 
sula. 

Although detailed notes, 
concerning the habitat of each 
specimen taken must be 
made at the site, the work Is 
far from completed when the 
collector returns to the 
museum. 

“There are so many collec¬ 
tions here now," he said, 
"that I actually do not have 
to go to the field for the rest 
of my life and I would still 
keep busy.” 

Back at the museum, the 
specimen must be correctly 
identified, a process called 
taxonomy. It is then dried 
and mounted with the infor¬ 
mation describing where and 
when it was found and what 
sort of vegetation surrounded 
it.

The U.S. Federal Trade Com¬

DUBLIN (CP) — France refused 
permission Wednesday night for 
External Affairs Minister Mitchell 
Sharp of Canada to fly over French 
territory. 

Sharp was flying from Lahr, the 
Canadian military base in West 
Germany, to Dublin for a one-day 
official visit. 

He began his flight in Bucharest 
after a three-day stay in Romania. 
The plane was a Canadian Armed 
Forces twin-engined Cosmopolitan. 


Military officers at Lahr said the 
French normally ask two hours 
notice for a flight by a foreign 
military plane over France, and 
refused to waive this procedure for 
Sharp. 

They said the two-hour notice 
could not be given because Sharp’s 
flight plans were not known until 
after he landed at Lahr- The plane 
had to take a longer course across 
Belgium.

At no tima has It baan said 
tha Crystal Gordon is not 
worth repairing, Victoria Aid. 
Qyda Savaga said Wednes- 
day. 

Contradictory statements on 
the Crystal's structural condi¬ 
tion referred to entirely dif¬ 
ferent aspects, Savage said in 
an Interview. 

"A 1967 report referred to 
the building’s plumbing, the 
roof, Sit actual pool basin 
and varkma other things as 
structurally unsound,” Savage 


"But even then, John Wade 
(Victoria architect) men¬ 
tioned the possibility of con¬ 
verting tha Crystal to a 
different use,” he said. 

TTwre has never been any 
mentlcm of the building's 
outside walls being unsound 
or unsafe " 

Therefore, Savage said, he 
didn’t exaggerate when be 
told council that according to 
tiie city engineer, tha Crystal 
was In excellent stagpe.

At its last meeting, council 
approved a S3,TOO study to 
determine the feasibility of 
converting the Crystal Garden 
into a convention centre. 

“You must keep in mind 
that a swimming pool and a 
convention centre are two 
entirely different things. The 
fact that it wasn't feasible to 
repair the building «^th the 
aim of retaining it as a 
swimming poof doesn't mean 
you can't turn it Into a 
convention centre.”

Reeve Starts Protest Drive

A well-known Greater Vic¬ 
tims r e si d en t said Wednesday 
he h starting a campaign to 
protest pro p o s ed cable tele¬ 
vision rules that could blade 
out U-S. programs or chan¬ 
nels in this area — and he k 
willing to wk it a national 
campaign as welL 

Richard Reeve, 53, of *106 
Torquay, in Saanich, a farmer 
chairman of fan Greater 
Victoria (ritual board, said be 
la doing ao because be objects 
to any government body 
“tending to limit what I shall 
lock at and when, and if I 
shall look at It at all.” 

Reeve said be was acting 
after studying proposed rules 
of the Canadian Radio-TV 
O-srnnlaaicn that could elimi¬ 
nate one or more U.S. chan¬ 
nel now seen fat Greater 
Victoria via cable television 
and could cause many pro¬ 
gram blackouts on those 
same channel*, starting In 
about a year when the licence 
of Victoria Cabieviiion Ltd. 
cornea up for renewal.

connection with the cable 
company “Is the cable that 
connects to my TV set.” 

He said that he would 
welcome cards or letters 


mailed to himself at 4105 
Torquay by anyone else “who 
feels as 1 do that our freedom 
of rfxilce must be protected,” 
especially from other cable 
subscribers. 

Reeve said he hoped even¬ 
tually to call on supporters 
‘‘possibly for seme small 
financial contribution*" to get 
the campaign going. Os plus 
Include a public meeting In 
mid-September, protest peti¬ 
tions, letters and telegrams to 
MR* and, if sufficient funds 
are received, attendance at 
the CRTC hearing on Cable- 
vision'i licence renewal.

“If we get sufficient re¬ 
sponse,” he said, representa¬ 
tion might be made to other 
bordo- areas where cable 
subscribers are In a plight 
similar to Victoria's and a 
national protest might be 
started.

The U.S. Coast Guard, who 
came to the rescue, said 
Bowneas was found lying at 
the foot of the mast of the 
vessel, which was awash and 
drifting north between False 
Bay and Eagle Point. 

The Coast Guard kaid 
Bowness was unconscious 
when be was hoisted aboard a 
rescue helicopter. He waa 
flown to Royal Jubilee hospi¬ 
tal and arrived at 6 p.m.

The editorial pointed out 
(here was an apparent con¬ 
tradiction in the various re¬ 
ports on the Crystal. 

If it waa true the building 
was to excellent shape, con¬ 
trary to earlier statements, 
the editorial said, the public 
was "deliberately misled” 
into believing the Oystal was 
doomed.

Savage said he was sure the 
previous city council had no 
intention of misleading the 
public, but he added the city 
had "gone overboard” on the 
new swimming pool. 

“If I had known tha new 


facilities would cost close to 
32,000.000 I would hove never 
voted for the new pool. At the 
time, it was generally be¬ 
lieved the new pool could be 
built tor the same money It 
would have coat to put the 
Crystal back in shape." 

Aid. Percy Frmmpton when 
questioned, said any sugges¬ 
tion that the previous council 
"hoodwinked" the public with 
regard to the Crystal’s coo- 
dition were not true. 

"All that was said In 
previous reports waa that 
various thing* throughout the 
building were unsound and 
would have to be replaced,” he 
said. 

"The man who wrote the 


editorial didn’t base hk con¬ 
clusions on ail tha tacts. Ha 
should have tried to And out 
more. Ha gava a very biased 
picture," Frampton said. 

“It may cost us a million 
dollars (initial estimates men¬ 
tioned a figure of 3860,000) to 
convert the Crystal into a 
convention centre, but then 
we'll have something we’ll 
never get oth e rwise.*’ 

He offered several reasons 
why it wasn’t feasible to 
retain the Crystal as a 
swimming pool.

of the labor dispute. 

William Edward Harris, 
4606 Pipeline, in Saanich ha* 
not dropped hk application 
made Tuesday in B.C. Su¬ 
preme Court for a ruling on 
eligibility requirements for 
welfare payment! in this 
province. 

Harris said be received a 
phone call from Canada Man¬ 
power about 3:30 p.m. Tues¬ 
day informing him of the job 
opening at the dockyard. Hk 
application for work had been 
registered for more than a 
month.

Harris’* lawyer, J. J. Gow, 
said the Supreme Court appli¬ 
cation was received by the 
B.C. Court Registry sometime 
between 10 a.m. and 11 a m. 
Tuesday. 

Meanwhile, in Ottawa fed¬ 
eral Welfare Minister John 
Munro told tiie Commons the 
government k still trying to 
determine whether British 
Columbia has breached the 
terms of the Canada Assist¬ 
ance Plan by not allowing 
welfare payments to people 
thrown out of work by the 
current labor difficulties.
